A NEW FRANCE. 


Principles of Nationalism as Pre- 
sented by the Mercier Party. 


The Significance of the Premier’s 
Success in the Hlections. 


A Menace to the Other Members of the 
Confederation of Canada—King Mwanga 
Cenverted—Maj. Wissmana Returns te, 
Berlia—The Cholera in Spain 4

MONTREAL, Quebec, June 2%3.—The result of 
the elections in the Previnec of Quebec bears 
an unusual significance. Premier Mercier, 
the apostie of the Ultramontane branch of the 
Roman Catholic Church and the hope of the 
French race, has been returned to power with 
an overwhelming and subservient majority. 
Five years ago Mercier led a crusade of venge- 
ance for the execution of his ‘‘brother’’ Riel, 
who rebelied against the Federal Government 
and headed the Northwest rebellion. The then 
existing Government were defeated by a 
majority ofseven. Before the dissolution of 
Parliament, Mercier had nineteen members of 
a plurality, and now he is returned with 
twenty-seven paajority over all other 
combined factors, Conservatives Independent 
Liberals and Independents. At that time the 
political war cry was vengeance for an insult 
to the race, and by it the electorate was 
herded and driven to success. Now National 
ism means something more. M. Mercier ac- 
knowledges that it was called into existence 
by the readiness of the French to gather un- 
der a rule symbolic ot their unity, but to-day 
it lives to forward French supremacy in Que- 
bec and French aggression in Canada, through 
an alliance of the church withthe State, and 
to attain this end by appealing to the vanity 
of an impressionable people and reviving in 
them the old dream ofa new France on the 
shores of the St. Lawrence, influencing 
the development of New England and 
controlling the best interest of the 
west, Our country, as Bishop Grandin 
styles it. The opposition of the Nationalist 
idea is by far the most important factor af- 
fecting the future of this country. It has 
brought to the surface all the dangerous ele- 
ments of the political ties and the Province 
that was content to exercise its executive 
privileges in apparent quietness is no longer 
‘willing to remain a peaceable member of the 
confederation. Tue success that nas attend- 
ed these appeals to national pride and re- 
ligious passion, has emboldened the politi- 
clans to revive old schemes of aggrandige- 
ment and to propound new adventures by 
continuing to inflame the popular mind and 
impressing upon the people the destiny that 
Heaven has in store for them. Im his election 
address Mercier says: 

My Government is a Catholic Government. 
Since I came from Rome His Holiness has 
conferred upon me the highest dignity the 
church has bestowed upon alayman in the 
country. Iwent to France and the rest of 
the Republic conferred upon me the decree of 
the Legion of Honor. No one can, therefore, 
say lam objectionable in religious or national 
grounds. 

Herein are the prineiples of nationalism 
represented in their entirety, a compound of 
Rome and France, out of whichan indepen- 
dent Quebec may arise. 

DEFENDER OF THE FAITH. 

This was vo mere election afowal—it bas 
been carried into the letter. The Jesuits, an 
order hatefulto the church iteelf, has been 
endowed with $500,000 from the public funds, 
the Pope and © Bishops have been 
introduced into the legislation and to 
obtain the papal assent to a measure 
bas been toinsure its adoption. M. Mercier 
bas at once become the defender of the faith 
and the embodiment of the aspirations of 
Quebec after a national existence, and it Is 
his boast that the Nationalist party is first 
Catholic and then French, but Canadian in no 
degree at all in the sense in which the other 
races inhabiting this country understand that 
term. Previous governments were too Prot- 
estant and too British, and inclined to 
neglect the incontestable rights of the 
church. The process by which the founda- 
tions of the aspiring nationality are being 
lald ls a matter of easy recognition. Extra- 
ordinary efforts are being made to 
swell the French population. Emis- 
saries are in every New England town, and 
e e there isa French Canadian popula- 
tion endeavoring to persuade so many of 
2 expatriated countrymen as are not ne- 
cessary to retain the foothold they dave al- 
ready gained to return and occupy the lands 
which the State, with the advice and consent 
of the church, is ready to bestow upon them. 
Those in possession already are encouraged 
to cultivate their natural fecundity. Early 
marriages are insisted upon and families of 
eighteen and twenty children are by no means 
rare. One hundred acres of land for every 
twelfth child is the bonus offered to every 
married couple in the Province, as if French- 
Canadians required any incentive to multiply 
and replenish that portion of the 
earth lying on both sides of the 
St. Lawrence. Mgr. LaBelle, that excellent, 
ecclesiastic, has been dispatched to France to 
promote emigration for, as that assiduous 
colonizer has explained in his official 
report: Tue success of our policy depends 
upon our success in strengthening the French 
race, while France is also instructed to have 
an eye tothe spread of French influence in 
the Northwest. These emigrants from Old 
France who are unwilling to settle in the New 
Franee onthe banks of the St. Lawrence are 
to be induced to join those patriots whe fu 
the West are counteracting what is called in 
Quebeo foreign infiuence’’ and building up 
an extension of French dominion on the 
prairies. 

Supporting the colonization and consolidat 
ing schemes stands the church ready to grant 
induigences to those who are willing to share 
in the colonists’ hardships, while upom it all 
His Holiness, the Pope, has a dless ; 
ing, and manifests his sa . at the 
progress of affairs by awarding to she chief of 
the national cause ‘‘the highest diguity the 
church bas bestowed upon @ layman in our 
country.’’ Nationalism wae at one time an 
idea, now it has grown —＋ .

Any hope for Quebec it- 
self has, of course, long ago been abandoned, 
but in this programme of propagandism there 
is a menace to the other members of the part- 
nership known as thé Confederation of Can- 
ada fraught with consequences significant, if 
not immediate, but M. Mercier’s plain victory 
brings those consequences within a more 
easily measurabic distance than was dreamed 
of one month ago.

One of his first official acts has been to deny 
the rights of the members of the police force 
to hold meetfngs for the purpose of discussing

Henry Smith, the Government 
leader, announced that the Government had 
decided to withdraw the licensing clauses of 
the local taxation bill. 


A Cestly Secret. 


Paris, June 23.—It is stated upon good 
authority that the French Government re- 
cently made an Offer of 2,000,000 francs to the 
American inventors of smokeless powder for 
the secret of the manufacture of that explos- 
ive. The sum was large, but the offer could 
not be entertained as the secret had only a 
short time previously been sold to the Italian 
Government for an amount somewhat 
smaller. 

CHRISTOPHLEER REFUSES TO RESIGN. 

Christophiee, contrary to expectation, 
will not resign his office of Governor of the 
Frontier. He has sent aceport to the Cabinet 
in which he refutes the charges of misman- 
agement recently brought against him by the 
inspectors appointed by the Government to 
investigate the affairs of the concern.

Cannibals in British Columbia. 


Cuicaco, III., June %.—A. K. Rexham of 

Victoria, B. C., who is now tn this city, had a 
remarkable experience with the Nahwitti Ia - 
dians a few weeks ago. 
During a hunting trip in British Colum- 
Dla. be said, we accidentally run across a 
tribe of the Nahwitti Indiansin the midst ofa 
cannibal feast. While cannibalism is prohib- 
ited by the Dominion Government, so little 
effort is made to carry out this law that the 
savages still follow their old customs. When 
we came upon the Indians they were having a 
wild time. In the center was an immense log 
fire and about the blaze weresome half hun- 
dred savages dressed and painted in the 
brightest colors. There were sev 
eral naked dancers and about a 
dozen were beating accompaniments 
to their weird song. Every tittle while the 
fire would flare up and fresh meat would be 
thrown upon the logs. Three or four bodies 
were cooked and eaten while we were there 
and I was afraid that there wasn’t enough to 
Ko around and that some of us would be 
chosen, but they seldom kill strangers. These 
Indians are continually fighting among them- 
selves and always have three or four bodies 
ready for the feast. When we were noticed 
one of the braves pointed to us and denounced 
the Government for forbidding them from 
eating theirdead. As he talked of the bad 
treatment shown the Indians the savages be- 
came excited and more than once we came 
near belng thrown on the burning logs. Two 
of the braves made a dash for us, but the old 
chiefs restrained them from violence. Ali 
night long the Indians kept up their orgies 
and when morning came you can bet that we 
got out with haste.

A NEW COUNT. 


Chairman Hayes Satisfied the | 


Authorities Will Order One 
in St. Louis. 


The City’s Representatives Press- | 


ing Her Demand for 
a Re-Census, 


Committeeman Sampsen Arrives in Wash- 
ington To- Day. Leaded With Proofs of 
the Unjust and Incomplete Census Which 
Has Been Taken Here—An Official 
Order for a New Count Expected Te-Day— 
The Enumerators Still at Work Ceunting 
Heads and Investigating Ceompiainta. 


The pleasing announcement was made this 
morning by Mr. Joseph M. Hayes, chairman 
ofthe Mercantile Club Committee, that St. 
Louis would undoubtedly be given a chance 
to right the grievous wrong that has been 
done her and make a correct count of her 
When Maj. Weigel, the Super- 
visor, confirmed the figures previously 
printed by the Post-DISPATCH, which repre- 
sent the result of the farce which has been 
going on here for three weeks, everyone in 
St. Louls who knew anything of the city’s 
growth knew that the figures were slanders, 
and thatthe attempt of the enumerators to 
palm them off as acount ofthe city’s inhabi- 
tants was as gross an outrage as St. Louis 
had eversuffered. The determination to have 
a recount was manifest then, and this decis- 
ion crystallized inthe form of the Mayor's 
letter to Mr. J. B. Oase, President of the Mer- 
cantile Ciub. 

The committee appointed by him has done 
its work intelligently and pushed it forward 
with energy, and the result is the happy an- 
nouncement made by Mr. Hayes this morn- 
ing. He seemed well pleased and satisfied 
that a recount was assured. 

THE WORK IN WASHINGTON.

It is just three weeks 
since they began work and darin 
that time the 288 enumerators have counte 
less than 430,000 people, or just about 24,000 a 
day. Adwitting that the enumerators secured 
all the information personally, on the basis of 
fivetoa family, that count would represent 
that tbey called upon only sixteen families a 
day, though they are expected to work ten 
hours. But everyone knows that they did not 
obtain all the information personally. They 
left bianks at every hotel to be filied up dy 
the clerks; they left blanks at the boarding- 
houses to be filled up by the keepers; they 
left bianks at the boarding-houses to be filled 
up by anyone who would, and thousands of 
houses were obtained in this way.

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THE STEAM TUG ALICE KCREW BLOWN TO 
PI£CES. 


Feur of the Crew Instantly Killed—A Fatal 
Explosion at Ereoklyn—The Dunbar 
Horror—Slew Progress of the Rescuers— 
A Child Dashed te Death—Four Train- 


men Killed—Casualities, 


New Yoru, June 23.—The steam tug Alice 
Ecrew, lying at the pier atthe foot ot Van 
Brant street, South Brooklyn, this morning, 
was blown to pieces by the explosion of ber 
boller and four of the five men asleep in her 
cabins were kilied. The boat madeatrip to 
the fishing banks yesterday witha party of 
compositors employed on the Brooklyn va- 
pers, andon its return here last evening put 
up atthe Van Brunt street wharf. The fires 
were banked and the engineer and mate went 
ashore with instructions to retarn at 3 o’clock 
this morning. Shortly afterward Capt.Squires, 
Steward George Rogers and two firemen re- 
turned to their bunks just bebind the engine 
room. Atdawn, Matthew Bartley, a deck- 
hand, reported for duty and found the crew 
still asleep. He prepared the fre and after a 
cursory examination threw himself into one 
of the vacant bunks to await the arrival of the 
engineer, Matthew Coughiin. He awoke in 
the water with his legs badly lacerated, and 
was picked up by a passing tug. Then, ac- 
cording to his own statement, be learned for 
the first time that the tug bad biown up. The 
boat, which was considered a stanch 
one and first ciass in every particular, 
wholly wrecked, nothing but a few fragments 


being found floating on the water. The foree 
ofthe explosion was s great that it store a 
hole in a barge which was being docked 
alongside of it. The barge went to the bot- 
tom. Thetug was valued at $7,000; insured. 
The victims of the explosion are: Capt. 
Squires, the two firemenand the steward. 
The body of the Captain was found upon the 
deck ofa schooner lying in the neighboring 
dock and the body of the steward was taken 
from the water some distance from the explo- 
sion. The fireman, itis believed, went down 
with the wrecked hull of the unfortunate 
craft. Ihe engineer, Matthew Couchlin, had 
a narrow escape. He was just coming down 
the dock on his way to the tug when the ex- 
plosion occurred. 


Dashed tv Death. 


SCRANTON, Pa., June 23.—The picturesque 
pleasure resort known as Nayaug Falls, on 
the outskirts of Scranton, was the scene of an 
accident yesterday which was witnessed by a 


thousand horror-stricken persons and re- 
sulted in the death of Jennie Keiler, 13 years 
old. The girl, with a party of companions, 
was walking along asioping cliff which over- 
hangs the deep chasm through which «a 
roaring brook runs 12 to the falls 
below, when she lost her footing and went 


nearly a hundred feet and was dashed to 
death on the rocks. A cry of horror rose from 
the crowd of pieasure seekers and scores of 
men bastened tothe spot where the poor girl 
lay. They carried her lifeless body to the 
station at which the electric cars halt, and 
there it was found shortly after by her heart- 
broken relatives. The sceneof the Sunday 
afternoon tragedy is awild and precipitous 
spotinthe midst of the most beautiful sur- 
roundings. It is visited on Sunday afternoon 
by thousands and will probably be made a 
public park for Scranton.

Married Happily, bat Believing in Different 
Religious Creeas Caused ‘Shem te Sep- 
srate—Bavtized Their Children 1810 
Mrs. Reoessei Granted a Diverce—Other 
Divoree Suits—Legal News and Notes. 


A strange story came out this morning in 
the partial hearing of the Scbnarr habeas 
corpus ease, in Judge Dillon's room, where 
Mr. Henry Schnarr is trying to gain posses- 
sion of his son and daughter, one 
of whom is in the care of bis wite. 
The couple were married in this city nine 
years ago and have had two children sines. 
both living, Arthur, à boy 7 years of age, and 
Pauline, a girl 3% years of age. Mrs. Schnarr 
was a Roman Catholic when she was married 
and is still, Mr. Schuarr was and is a 
Lutheran. They were married by Rev. 
Dr. Eberhardt, the Lutheran minister whose 
ohuroh is on Eighth and Walnut streets. 
There was no anti-nuptial agreement mad“. 
but about a year after the wedding it was 
agreed that should the first born be a boy he 
would be baptized inthe Lutheran Ohureh 
and raised in that creed. If it was a girl she 
was to be baptized a Catholic. The 
first born was a boy. He was bap- 
tized in the Lutheran Church, but 
died before he was 2 years old. 


The second child was a boy and Mrs. Scbnarr 
claimed the agreement was that the second 
born should be baptized in the Catholic 
Church. Mr. Schnarr ciaimed otherwise and 
then peace went out of the little household. 
r. Schnarr was determined to make 
his son a believer in the Lutherau creed, 
but his wife told trim it he did 80 
she would be expelled from her church and be 
detested. Some time after he met a Catholic 
riest, so the story ie said, and asked it what 
is wifesaid wasso. He was toldthat ff her 
child was baptized in a Protestant chureh 
with her knowledge she might be reprimand- 
ed, but not if she was ignorant of it. A few 
evenings later he carried the 
out, ostensibly for an airing, 
instead of that he went to the nearest 
Lutheran Church and had him baptized. He 
kept ita secret, but learned afterwards that 
some monthe previous his wife bad quietly 
taken the boy to a Catholic Church while he 
was at work and had bim baptized a Catholic. 
The third child born was a girl, andthe same 
performance was gone through by hus- 
nd and wife, the wife and mother 
always getting the upper hand. They quar- 
relied and beam bea? | bitter towards each 
other. Mre. Schnarr finally left her husband 
and filed a suit for divorce. She went to Red 
Bud, II., to live with a married sister, and 
while away kept her husband in ignorance of 
the whereabouts of the young ones. She re- 
turned to this city May 12 last and arrived 
safely in Kast St. Louis with herchildren and 
married sister. In the confusion she lost 
sight of her sister and son, Lut came over to 
the Union Depot. The boy, so the mother 
says, broke away from his aunt at the Union 
Depot and she has not seen him since. She 
does not know whether he is alive or dead 
and knows nothing of his whereabouts. Her 
sister doés, however, butfor the purpose of 
giving Mra. Schnuarr the plea of saying she 
had not the custody of herson has kept her 
in ignorance of the boy’s present home. The 
action of Mr. Schuarr in attempting to secure 
possession of his children had been antici- 
pated by Mrs. Schnarr and the disappearance 
of the boy is looked upon as a ruse. It 16 said 
hs isin an orphan asylum at Pittsburg, Pa. 
Judge Dillon told Mrs. Schparr she had no 
right to keep her husband from his child and 
he would give ber ten days to produce bim in 
court.

The Remarkable Story Told by Mr. George 
L. Stont—Gabrieslle Bompard’s Ward- 
robe Bought by Mrs. Steut—Eyraud’s 
Great Talent as an Actor—Hew the Mar- 
derer Paid His Board Bill.

Now 
they, in company withthe murderess’ trunk 
and many other articles once worn by her, 
are the property of Mr. George L. Stout, the 
actor and dramatist, who lives with bie wife 
and family at No. 326 West Seventeenth street. 
The story of how Bompard’s wardrobe came 
into his possession as told by Mr. Stout is an 
interesting one, andsbeds much light upon 
the life led by Eyraud when in this city. 

‘*I met Eyraud,’’ said Mr. Stout, at Mrs. 
Martin’s boarding-house in Waverly place, 
where from the moment of his arrival he 
acted in such a manner that his conduct 
formed the principal topic of conversation 
among the boarders. He ever slept. The 
chambermaid said that his bed remained un- 
touched, and at night he was heard pacing to 
and fro until the peopie in the surrounding 
rooms were nearly driven to distraction. 
During his stay at the house he appeared at 
only one meal, and where he ate and slept 


were mysteries much discussea. Through 
casual meetings we 

STRUCK UP AN ACQUAINTANCE. 
One day hé asked me and Mrs. Stout to come 
tobis room. There, in the course of telling 
us a mythical story of woe and misfortune, 
he gave one of the most. wonderful exhibi- 
tions of intensely dramatic acting that I have 
ever seen upon the stage or, for that matter, 
off it. His tale was a simple but intensely 
affecting one. Both my wife, who is an 
actress, and myself were moved to tears by 
it. He said he was a planter from Gaude- 
layare Hacienda, at Santa Fe, 
and that, in company with his 
he had started to visit their 
son, who was at school in Paris. 
A neighbor had a son. a young man of 2, 
whom he desired to send to a French college, 
and as the youth spoke no English tne planter 
was asked to take him with bim.

The North and South and Cross Town Raul 
read Ordizances to Come Up for Final 
Actieon—The Milk Inspecter to Institute a 
Crusade Against the Sale of Skim Milk— 
City Hall Notes. 


To-morrow evening the Counci! will take ap 
as the special order of the meeting the North 
and South and the ’Cross Town Raliroad billes. 
Both bille were reported by the Railroad 
Committee, with a number of amendments, 4 
week ago end were lad over after 
some discussion and ordered printed. 
The bills ask the right of way through} pretty 
much the same territory and there has been an 
animated rivairy between the advocates of 
each for supremacy in the Assembly. Ospt- 
J. N. Boffinger is one of the leading advo- 
cates of one, while James Campbell is manag- 
ing the interests of the other. Both bills 
were introduced at the opening of the 
present session and have been dragging in 
the Counoil ever since. As neither bill con- 
tained the names of the incorporators or fur- 
nished any evidence of incorporation the 
Council decided a week ago to ask the sup- 
porters of the bills to furnish the desired in- 
formation. 

The Cross Town company asks author 
ity to construct and operate an 
electric road, beginning ata point at the in- 
tersection of Park avenue and Mississipp! 
avenue, and extending north on Mississippi 
avenue to Chouteau avenue, thence across 
city block No. 2282 to Papin street, thence east 
on Papin street to Bighteenth street, thence 
north on Eighteenth street to O Fallon street, 
thence west on O’falion street to Hogan 
street, thence north on Hogan street to North 
Market street, thence least on North Market 
street, with one track on each side of the cir- 
cle at Jackson place, and one trackon each 
side of the old Sturgeon Marketat North Mar- 
ket street and Broadway to Second atreet.

Crusade Against Skimined Milk. 


Mitk Inspector Sullivan has determined to 
institute a crusade against ali the milk com- 
panies and dairymen selling skimmed milk, 
and is hopeful that he will succeed in foreing 
the article off the market. There is a conflict 
on this point between the city and State 


acts, the former probibiting ite sale and the 
latter permitting it under certain restrictions. 
Dr. Sullivan said this morning that he had 
e ough legal advice on the subject to con- 
vince him tbat the cit ordinance was 
valid and that the State act 
in con flict with it was not 
constitutional.‘*The State conferred upoa the 
city in the charter, certain rights, he said 
this morning, and one of them permilis us to 
regulate our own sanitary matters. The ordi- 
nance prohibiting the sale of skimmed milk 
comes under that head and I repose to ob- 
serve it as thoroughly asican. The sale of 
skimmed milk isone ofthe worst nuisances 
we have to contend with and it ought 
to go. When the butter fat and milk sugar is 
taken outof it and the remainder is carted 
about in wagons it readily decomposes and 
those who use it are the sufferers. When the 
mllk is skimmed at dome from the pure 
article only the top layer of cream is taken 
of and no damage is done in feeding 
the remainder to childrea, but the 
case is different with the milk 
skimmed by the dairymen. They have a pro- 
cess of whipping all the nutritive properties 
outofit. Atthis season of the year, when 
the demand for ice cream is so great, the 
skimming of milk goes on at an immense 
rate, and the dairymen who want to utilize 
everything sell the alleged milk that remains 
after the skimming. propose as Milk In- 
spector to have an arrest made 
so as to test this case at once, and I wiil be 
greatly disappointed if the city ordinance is 
not vindicated by the courts.’ 

The decision of Dr. Sullivanisone that will 
interest the milk dealers to a considerable 
extent. They handie skim milk and 
say there nothing o djectionable 
in doing 80 unless an unprincipled 
dealer seils it for the pure article. One ofthe 
largest milk establishments inthe city has 
cone 80 far as to advertise skimmed milk on 
its delivery wagons. The milk dealers will, it 
is expected, oppose the enforcement of the 
ordinance and an interesting test case will 
surely result.

A Superstitious Sport. 


All gamblers, all speculators and all men 
whe indulge in games of skill in which also 
enters an element of chance are superstitions, 
says a New York telegram to the Cincinnati 


E er. This is true ot base ball players, 
billiard players and the men who det on 
horse races. Indeed, the latter are perhaps 
more superstitious than anyof the others, 
with the exception of those who play ‘‘poke.’’ 

An example of this was given on Thursday 
last by ‘‘Big Billy’’ Burke of Harlem, who is 
as well known on the race tracks of this 
country as is Davy Johnson. Bill bas fol- 
lowed horse racing for many years, and is 
known to be one of the best judges of the 
condition of a horse, and be is abie to rattie 
off a thoroughbred’s pedigree as glibly as an 
Annapolis graduate can box the compass at 
examination time. He has the performances 
of all the equines’ races at his command, and 
he can compare the relative merits of the an- 
imals so well that he seldom makes mistakes 
in picking out winners. But oecasionally he 
finds hat are known as dard races, in 
which several of the contestants, by their 
condition, previous performances, their pre- 
liminary canters and the ability of their sey- 
eral jockeys, ail appear to have equal chances 
of victory, and where the element of luck en- 
ters largely into the result.

ITS SELECTION AS A LARGE MILITARY POST 
PROBABLE 


Importance of the Missiou of the Merchants’ 
Exchange Cemmittee Now in Washing - 
teon—What Gen. Wesley Merrit Has Done 
and Is Deing forthe City—Complete guc- 
cess Predicted. 


REAT interest is felt by 
those who are aware of 
whatisin contemplation 
inthe visit of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Com- 
mittee to Washington 
with the object of secur- 
ing the passage of the 
bill recommended by the 
Military Committee ofthe 
House of Representatives 
appropriating $200,000 for 
the improvement of the 

4 cavalry recruiting depot 
at Jefferson Barracks. 
All admit the necessity of such improvement, 
but no very great amount of interest would 
be felt in it by the citizens were this all that 
was expected. 
WERE IT SIMPLY A QUESTION 
as to whether the accommodations at the 
Barracks should be allowed to remain in their 
present condition, or should be increased and 
remodeled, the matter might be left to the 
persons primarily interested, the officers of 
the army and the Secretary of War, The im- 
provement of the Barracks as a recruiting 
depot is, bowever, only an incident in what 
the deputation in Washington now hope to ac- 
complish. The objéct is to take steps that 
will lead to the establishment of s large nil 
tary station in this clty. The committee 
sent by the Merchants’ Exchange consists of 
Gen. D. P. Grier, Col. John B. Gandolfo and 
C. H. Sampson. On Saturday afternoon Col. 
Gandolfo called upon Gen. Wesley Merritt, 
Commander of the Department of the Mis- 
sourl, and held a lengthy conference with 
him. ‘‘I was surprised and delighted, said 
Col. Gan¢olfo, ‘‘to find how readily Gen. 
Merritt gave me all the information and as- 
sistance in his power, and how wuch he de- 
sired to co-operate with us at every step. 
FEN. MERRITT BROUGRT 
the department headquarters to St. Louis, 
overcoming very considerable opposition in 
so. ol doing, and this has one more 
than anything elee to render probabie 
the establishment of a large military post 
in this city. He has been a resident of St. 
Louis but a few weeks, but it would be an ex 
cellent thing for the city if all, or even a ma- 
jority. of its citizens, manifested such an in- 
teliigentiy directed desire to advance its in- 
terests. Gen. Merritt provided us with hand- 
some letters to the proper authorities at 
Washington, explained what was needed, and 
gave us valuable advice as to how to proceed. 
In consequence we will be able to state our 
case clearly, and as it seems to me conciu- 
sively. It wesucceed lu our immediate and 
ultimate objects a very great proportion of 
the credit will be due to Gen. Merritt. 
His name carries 7 weight with the mili- 
tary authorities at Washington; his selection 
of St. Louis as department headquarters has 
attracted the attention of Congressmen to its 
excellent situation for a great center of mili. 
tary supplies, and as matters look now the 
robabilities all point to the location of a 
arge military station here.

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BLIGHTED HOPES OF A LIFE, 


Alice Brown, the Former Companion ef Ex- 
Banker Fester, Insane. 


New Tonk, June 28,—Early rising eltizens 
who live along the main street in the quaint 
Long Island village of 8ag Harbor were yawn- 
ing drowsily preparatory to taking a last nap 
Saturday morning when they were startied by 
crash after crash of breaking window-gliass 
and the agonized screams of a woman. it was 
still half an hour before sunrise, but every 
villager within earshot of the alarming sounds 


hurried into part of his clothes and poked bis 
head outofa front door or window to see 
what was the matter. Back and forth along 
the dusty street ran a woman negligently at- 
tired and with her bair disheveled. Every few 
seconds she stopped, picked up a stone and 
huried it through a window in the nearest 
house, 

It's poor Alice Brown having anotber of 
her bad spells,“ said each honsehoider as he 
drew in his head to expiain the disturbance to 
his family, which had gathered behind bim. 
Down the street in pursuit of the distracted 
woman came her father, followed bya half a 
dozen citizens. Hesoon overtook his daugh- 
ter, and holding her by the arm tried to soothe 
and persuade her to go heme with him. She 
only answered him with wild cries of My 
husband! my husband! they have taken him 
from me!’’ and fought desperately to release 
berselffrom her father’s grasp. She was a 
raving maniac and it was absolutely neces- 
sary to put ber under restraint. 

Strong men attempted to lay their hasds 
upon the fragile woman and she brushed 
them aside. It finally required the united 
efforts of six stalwarts villagers to overpower 
the youg woman. In her coudition sbe was 
a menace to her own safety and that of 
others. The only place where {she could be 
kept securely was in the little iron padlocked 
room which Sag Harbor people dignify with 
the nameof jail. Thither she was carried 
and dragged againat the ernest protestations 
of her father, who declared that he could 
make her safe in hts own house. Mr. Brown 
hurried before the Justice of the Peace and 
tried to procute the release of his de- 
mented child. The Squire pondered over the 
matter gravely or 4A while and 
decided that the peace of the County of Suf- 
folk had suffered aserious breach and that 
the offender must be committed to an asylum.

She attended court constantly 
during the long days of his trial and when the 
end came and sentence of imprisonment was 
pronounced againat the betrayer of trusts, she 
followed bim to Auburn. ohe persuaded the 
penitentiary officials thatshe bad a right to 
visit Fish and was permitted to see him 
several times after his incarceration. On each 
occasion, however, she ereated a scene, de- 
nouncing the laws which had separated her 
from the partner ef her life, and admission to 
the prison was finally denied her. In order to 
foree the cencession of what she termed her 
righte Miss Brown sought a lawyer 
and placed in his hands letters which 
are said to prove that she and Fish 
were duly married. In spite ot all this, how- 
ever, she was not permitted to visit Auburn 
prison again and was finally committed to an 
insane asylum. Relatives and friends be- 
liewed her marriage adelusion. Ina year or 
two Alice seemed to have torgotten Fish, and 
her friends believed that she was cured. Her 
father took her home and she lived peacefully 
in the placid village until afew days ago. 
Then somebody revived the old passion and 
frenzy by unluckily mentioning the name of 
the cenvicted banker. Her family did all they 
could to blot out the disturbing memories, and 
had begun to hope that the return of mental 
aberration was only tempora when Alice 
eluded their vigilance and made her attack 
upon the unoffending window panes of 
Harbor homesteads. The blighted bopes of a 
life have en the poor giri insane. She 
could not think that others doubted 
the legal xk of a contract so real and 
dear to her. in a day or two she will be 
sent back to thy. Are of the asylum keepers, 
and it may be her fate to spend the rest of her 
life among other mentally wrecked unter-

Phetographiag a Drop of Water. 


From the Pittsburg Dispateh. a 

One of the most beautifal and suggestive 
uses to which the photographic camera has 
been lately put is in conjunction with the 
thaumatrope. In the first of some recent 
demonstrations was athaumatrope in which 


photographs of the various phases passed 
through by a drop of water from its forma- 
tion and breaking away from its support to 
ite falling and being absorbed into the water 
below, were rotated and observed in a 
mirror through the rapidly passing orifices 
in the thaumatrope dise. The effect of form- 
ing and falling liquid drops was exactly re-, 
produced and demonstrated the extreme ac- 
curacy with which the series of instantaneous 
photographs were produced. By this process 
the whole history of a liquid drop can be 
atudied in the most remarkable manner; there 
is fret the 8 of the drop, Whioh grad- 
ually lengthens, then a slight constriction is 
formed which diminishes to a mere thread of 
liquid; the next puncture shows the thread 
broken and the Grop detached, followed by 
the retraction o the supporting drop, 
whieh throws off a minute spherule 
which is the remains of the broken thread. 
The drop falis, and during ite descent is 
thrown into pulsating vibration varying from 
a vertical to a horigontal ellipsoid passing 
through a spheroidal stage, and the pendept 
drop simultaneously vibrates as if it were a 
weighted spring. A further and perhaps un- 
expected resuit follows the failing into the 
water of the detached drop, for it rebounds 
and vibrates in a similar manner to the 
pendent drop at the top. These phenomena 
are all reproduced in a most realistic manner 
when the photographs so produced are exam- 
ined with the aid of the thaumatrope.
